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The committee on publishing minutes reported that there 
was a deficiency of $74 on last minutes which had been advanced 
by Brothers Cusliman and Landry. The publication "of sr/'many 
statistics, and othei matter in the appendix made the minutes 
expensive. About $250 were needed to pay the deficiency and 
publish 1500 copies, which will be sold at twenty cents per copy; 
Of this amount it was proposed that $50 be appropriated from 
the Haven School fund to pay for what was published in its be-, 
half last year, and the list of contributors this year; " The 
Preachers Aid Society gives $10, and the Woman's- Home Mis- 
sionary Society $6.20. In addition to this amount $36;40 will be 
needed from each of the_ five districts. The presiding elders 
were requested, each to advance that amount, and every preacher 
instructed to pay his presiding elder $2 before leaving Confer- 
ence, and in return to be siipplied with twenty copies of the 
minutes.

of the United States and a port in the Republic of Liberia, on the.JW est, Coast 
of Africa, and to grant an apropriation adequate to support the Bame, 

And whereas, we believe the establishment of such steam communication 
will redound to the commercial interest of this country, the development 
of the Dark Continent, and the spread of Christian civilization in Africa; 

Therefore resolved, that we hereby endorse and join in said petition to the 
Congress af the United States.

The Orphans' Home building has been rebuilt on a smaller 
scale, and is within #500 of completion, and will furnish room for a lame 
school, We commend this school to our people, and suggest that it be regarded 
as a part of the N O University. We reaffirm the opinion expressed last year 
hat this school should be one of the schools of the church, and again express 
the hope that such a combination of interest may be effected as will permanently 
develop and 'maintain the institution. . . y 

In the maintenance of orphans, Dr. Godman is caring for several, but the in- 
come from the plantation will not justify the re-opening of the Home 

As to the financial outlook Dr. Godman is hopeful, and every well wisher 
ot our cause will pray that his plans may be successful. We urge our people 
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to aid by extending to him their confidence and sympathy. He has with heroic 
faith and devotion undertaken to solve pne of the most diflicult.problems in con- 
nection With our work in this State. >. V •

JOHN" W. WESLEY. 

Bro. Wesley joined the Louisiana Annual Conference, when quite a young 
man, under Presiding Elder Diossy, having been recommended by the quarterly 
conference at Franklin, La.,. in the year 1869, and was ordained a deacon the 
same year, by Bishop Simpson. He was ordained elder by Bishop: Janes in 
i»73- His jfirst appointment was at Houma, La., where he remained two years 
doing good work, In 187 1 he was appointed to Washington, where he served 
three years, much beloved by his people.

Was born in Alexandria, Va., iu the year 1818, and died November 1, 1883 
aged about 62, years. , He was born a slave, and lived under that institution un- 
til freed by Lincoln's Proclamation. He was converted to God when' quite 
young and . joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, In his early manhood he 
was called to preach, and exercised his gifts f as a local preacher for many years 
before the war. When our church re-entered this field, and the Mississippi 
Mission Conference was organized in the city of New Orleans, Dec. 25 I865, by.' 
Bishop Thomson, Bro. Kennedy was the third in a class of twelve, the majority 
of whom have already gone home in triumph, who joined this conference on 
that .day He was ordained a deacon in that Session of the Conference by 
Bishop Thomson; and two years after was ordained elder by Bishop Ames For ' 
eigtheen years Bro. Kennedy continued to do effective work, with general ac- 
ceptance throughout the bounds of this Conference, until Nov. 1, i883,when fresh 
from the field of battle, having fought a good fight, finished his course, and kept 
the faith, he passed through the gates and entered into the City of our God. 
He was, at the time of his death, pastor of La Harpe Street Church in this city, 
where he faithfully labored, notwithstanding the fact that' he was partially para- 
lyzed in the early part of the year, until called to his reward. Just before his 
death, being deprived of speech, he gave signals to his brothers and friends that 
ne had no fears of death, and that he was going home in triumph. He leaves 
an aged and blind widow to the kindly consideration of the Church for which 
ne lived and. in which he died, to mourn his loss. We shall see him again; -
